Western Ganada A favorable spring, 
followed by a-wet warm summer has 
given a thickly standing and well 
headed crop. When the heavy rain 
of Tuesday last occurred some fears 
were felt as to the result. But the 
weather cleared up warm, and bright 
and ripeping weather has followed. 
Considerable grain has already been 
cut in the Rosenthal district of Stony 
Plain, and cutting will begin gencrally 
throughout the district this week. 
This is certainly a little late, and with 
the acreage very largely increased and 
the crop very heavy, ripening fand 
cutting may be kept back so that very 
late fields will suffer. But the bulk 
of the crop is practically safe andthe 
whole of it may very well be. The 
question is now, not sc much What 
will the harvest be as What will the 
markets be! 

Later.—The weather this (Monday) 
morning is again damp, but not cold. 
ee 
THE BRIDGE. 

The unexpected strain to which the 
bridge piers were put during the 
recent freshet is all the evidence that 
is necessary as to the qualityjof the 
material and labor employed in their 
construction. For many hours there 
was a strain of hundreds of thousands 
of pounds on the south pier, when an 
isiand of float wood was held against 
the current by it. The driving of 
heavy timbers against the piers by the 
fierce current did not knock out a 
chip of ‘concrete. Mr. Stewart, 
engineer for the Dominion Bridge 
Co. says that in making some neces- 
sary cuttings at the top of the piers 
he found the material to be the best 
he had ever tested. While the flood 
has proven the quality of the piers to 
bs equal to any test, it has also 
proven that their height is not enough 
to meet all possible contingencies. 
Possibly had the recent flood been 
only a flood the bridge if in place 
could have stood it. But with the 
drift timber that came down,—and 
high water on the Ssskatchewan 
always brings drift timber—it could 
not possibly have stood, It was well 
for both the bridge company, the 
government and the town and country 
that the work of placing the super- 
structure was not further advanced. 
Now that the freaks of the Saskatche- 
wan are better known than before it 
will be for al! parties concerned to look 
carefully over the situation. If the 
height of the piers can be increased 
without weakening them, and without 
uadaly delaying the completion of the 
bridge, it would be well.to have it 
done. Bat if the plan of the piers 
will not admit of their height being 
imereased or if the work of raising 
them would unduly delay the comple- 
tion of the bridge, in view of the 
important interests involved in its 
early completion it would be better to 
let the work go on as at first intended. 
Such a flood as that of last week may 
mever occur again. It was the fear 
of such phenomenal recorded floods 
at Winnipeg that influenced the Mac- 
kenzis government to refuse to 
build the C. P. R. by that route. 
But the Red River was bridged at 
Winnipeg after all, the railway came 
that way, and even should the bridge 
be carried away at some future time, 
it will have given value for its cost. 
The case may very well be the same 
at Edmonton. There is no possibility 
of providing against all contingencies.

Saskatchewan occurred last week. The 
rise began on Monday and reached its 

est point some time on Thursday 
nicht. At that time the low ground 
near the river on Fraser’s, Ross’ and the 
upper H. B. Co, flats on the north side 
and Walter's and Bird’s flats on the 
south side were covered with» water. 
No buildings were carried away, but 4 
great deal of damage was done by 
water in the basements of mills and 
dwellings. On Ross’s flat the electric 
light building was completely filled 
with water. Omand’s brewery was 
badly flooded. The basement of Dowl- 
ing’s mill was filled. Myerhofer’s dye 
works were flooded. Durdle’s dwell- 
ing was completely under water ; the 
cellars of several other dwellings were 
filled. The new race track was partly 
covered, and also a small corner of D. 
Ross’ garden; but the greater part o: 
the area of the flat including D. Ross’ 
residence and buildings were not reach- 
ed by the water. On the upper fat 
Cairn’s brewery was flooded and the 
site of the old H. B. Co. mill was 
covered. Ox Fraser’s flat the water 
backed up considerably from the lower 
end of the flat so as to somewhat 
endanger Little’s brick yard, but with- 
out reaching it. The brick yard and 
Fraser’s mill were not reached by the 
water. On Bird’s flat on the south 
side Gallagher's pork packing estadlish- 
ment was badly flooded. The base- 
ment was filled and the lower story 
was ilooded as well, A large. profor- 
tion of the easterly part of this flat 
was covered, but the creamery and 
entrance to the bridge on the western 
part were well out of water. On 
Walter’s flat, Walter & Humberstone’s 
saw mill was filled with water in the 
lower part and the water backed up 
into the lumber yard, without getting 
deep enough to do serious damage 
however. Mr. Walter's house, the 
ferry landing, and the tannery were 
not reached by the water. For the 
information of people who are not 
acquainted with the situation of Ed- 
monton it may be mentioned that both 
Edmonton and Strathcona are built on 
the banks of the river valley, about 
200 feet above low water in the river. 
The valley is upwards of a mile wide 
and the river, which is about 800 feet 
wide, winds from side to side of the 
valley, leaving broad Jevel flats on 
alternate sides. On these flats the 
electric light station, some of the mills 
and other enterprises which require 
a large amount of water are situated, 
but very few dwellings and no stores. 
In no case was the town or towns in or 
near any possible danger. 


The river has been at a compara- 
tively high stage all summer, but the 
June rise (usually our highest water) 
was rather under than over the ordinary. 
No further rise was expected this sea- 
son, and the precautions which are 
usually taken before the June rise had 
been relaxed. There has been a con- 
siderable loss of saw logs, mining ma 
chinery, etc., but how much is not 
yet known. The old steamer North- 
west, which was laid up at the foot of 
Ross’ flat, floated off on Thursday 
afternoon, and either wholly or in part 
struck the centre pier of the bridge, 
without damaging the pier, however, on 
its way down stream. The Dr. Kelly 
gold dredge, which has been laid up 
above Walters’ Janding joined the pro- 
cession on Friday morning. A num- 
ber of gold mining appliances of greater 
or less importance alsw went down, to 
the very considerable loss of their 
owners. None of the dredges at work 
or under construction were injured so 
far as heard from. ‘The ferry cable 
broke loose at one end at an early 
stage, but the scows were safely tied up. 
The Fort Saskatchewan ferry was not 
so fortunate, the scow having been 
carried away. 


Freight traffic has been practically 
suspended since Tuesday last. It is ex- 
pected that the upper ferry will be 
running to-morrow. Owing to the 
large amount of drift wood going down 
and the heavy current, crossing even 
by small boat was suspended from 
Wednesday afternoon until Thursday 
evening. The passengers arriving by 
Wednesday night’s train were unable 
to cross that night. Some crossed by 
Hardisty’s steam launch the Nora on 
Thursday afternoon, but most of them 
did not get over until Friday. The 
letter mail was brought over on Thurs- 
day by Insp. Cuthbert, of the N. W. 
M. Police, aided by Messrs. Frings and 
Heathcote. They crossed over to the 
south side at the upper ferry. In 
coming to the north side they went 
down stream to the lower ferry landing. 
On Friday as the river was falling the 
driftwood had ceased running, and 
passenger traffic by steam launch and 
small boat was resumed. The re- 
mainder of the mail was then brought 
over. 

At greatest height the water was 35 
feet above its lowest stage and was 6 
feet 6 inches over the bridge seats of 
the piers. The total depth of water 
was 41 feet. During Wednesday a 
large quantity of drift wood had ac- 
cumulated on the south pier, but with 
the great rise of Thursday this floated 
off. The test on the piers was more 
severe than they were ever expected to 
stand and they were not affected in the 
least, so far as can be judged. Mr.

At 
that time the H. B. Co. Fort was on 
the fiat, and it is said that this is the 
reason of the present site on higher 
ground having been selected. Mrs. 
Fraser, mother of John and Henry 
Fraser. of -this settlement, is said to re- 
member'the occasion. It will be notic- 
ed that that flood arose from a differ- 
ent cause, and was not a freshet in the 
proper sense of the word, as this was. 
Therefore as a matter if fact there has 
been no such flood so far as memory or 
even legend extends. 

Although there was a heavy rain 
here on Tuesday, that in itself was not 
the cause of the rise. The Saskatche- 
wan after leaving the mountains has 
very little drainage basin, and the local 
rain fall has therefore very little effect 
on the river. Alihough apparently a 
prairie stream the Saskatchewan is 
really a mountain torrent; only strayed 
out on the plains, Its waters are de- 
rived directly from the glaciers, peaks 
and valleys in the heart of the Rockies. 
A heavy warm rain in the meuntains 
melting the ice of the glaciers and the 
snow of the mountains, produces a rush 
of water that would otherwise be un- 
accountable. Tossibly a cloud burst 
in the Rockies was the cause of the 
phenomenal rise.

PEACE RIVER GOLD. 


Mrssrs. T.P. Ross and E. P. Spaulding, of 
the Bradford Mining Company, returned on 
Wednesday from Peace river. They went 
out in February last with a large quartz 
prospecting outfit. They have met with 
estisfactery resalts and will return with a 
larger outfit next winter. They went by 
sleighs to the head of Rocky Mountain 
portage on Peace river, but were held up 
there for lack of horse feed until the river 
opened. They then proceeded by boat, 
reaching their destination on May 22nd. 
This was the first freighting by double teams 
so far west and was done by contract with 
Molougall & Secord. Dr. Potta, of the 
same company, is still at Peaceriver but 
will be out soon, The operations of this 
company mark an important step ia the 
development of the great north. as it in- 
troduces the clement of quartz mining into 
a region which for the present at least must 
be fed from the farms of Northern Alberta. 
In going out the party had no difficulty as 
far as Peace river crossing. They reached 
the Landing in six days from Edmonton, 
Lesser Slave lake in eight days more and 
Peace river in four days more. The party 
left Edmonton Feb. 7th and reached Peace 
river on March Ist. The trip ap Peace 
river to the head ef Rocky Mountain port- 
age Was i The distance is about 
250 miles, The snow was very deep, there 
was no trail and no feed to be had for 
horses. Hadson’s Hope wss reached on 
April 28th. The Rocsy Mountain portage, 
14 miles, took six days, as a good deal of 
cutting had to be donc. From the head of 
the portage to the mouth of the Finlay 
took ten days by boat, the river being very 
high. Messrs. Robb and eee are 
practical mining engineers o ge experi- 
ence and are assayers us well. They had 
an excellent prospecting and assaying out- 
fit. They ee back a number of excei- 
lent saniples of free-milling gold-bearing 
quartz in which the gold is visible to the 
maked eye. While the rich ore is pockety 
there is a large body of low grade ore 
which can be worked cheaply. All the 
members of the party staked claims for 
thenselves besides those staked for the 
company.

_ The writer of the following report 
is a Dunkard delegate from Missouri, 
who has been looking over the 
country. 
Edmonton, Aug. 15th, ’99. 
After having visited several places 
in the Northwestern Territory, I wish 
to state that I very much pleased with 
the country, especially the Alberta 
district. I find the land very pro- 
ductive. This year many of the 
farmers expect to harvest fifty bus. of 
wheat per acre, and. from 50 to 80 
bus. of oats. I saw some fields of 
oats that I think will yield close on 
to 100 bushels per acre. No one can 
travel long in this country without 
noticing the thrifty appearance, both 
of the towns and country. The towns 
are neat and substantically built, and 
I find the settlers contented and 
prosperous. It is certainly the finest 
cattle country I ever saw. The 
natural facilities ure such, especially 
around Edmonton, that it is just the 
place for mixed farming. Here they 
have coal in great abundance, plenty 
of timber for fuel and building. Land 
is cheap, and there is also free govern- 
ment land for thousands of settlers by 
going back from the railroad a ways. 
I am sure that a person with a little 
energy and perseverance can do ex- 
ceedingly well here.
